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NEW ABSTRACT 



An apparatus and method for the monitoring and recording of data stream 
associated with a transportation vehiele(lO), the apparatus comprising at least one 
capture device(36) for receiving the data stream depicting activities within the 
transportation vehicle(lO); at least one recording device(34) for recording the 
captured data stream about the activities within the transportation vehicle(lO); and a 
communication device(32) for communicating the recorded data stream to a 
monitoring station(24,26). 
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
